Latin America Coins and Currency Sale 


This is a public auction and mail-bid sale held by Spink Smythe, whose officers are licensed and bonded auctioneers. 
Spink Smythe may not withdraw any lot after a call for bids has been made with respect to that lot, however, 
the consignor of the property included in the lot (or any other lot) may bid on and purchase the lot for his/her own account. If he/she 
does so, he/she must pay both the seller's commission and buyer's premium.

Also particularly stout is the offerings from Cuba, which feature numerous low-mintage proof issues on the 
coinage side and specimens notes of incomparable rarity within the currency. Lastly, the selection from Uruguay 
was clearly a labor of love as the collection is nearly complete by type, particularly within the copper coinage as 
many are prohibitively rare with only a few dozen examples know.

The 
centers remain brilliant with traces of peripheral 
coloration. Estimate $200-300

distraction-free surfaces. The reverse reveals a long die 
crack when closely inspected that extends from the T 
in LIBERTAD diagonally through the coin’s center and 
nearly to the U in UNION.

One-year 
type. Nearly a full sunface with above average surfaces 
in terms of luster. Scattered plum coloration is visible 
on both sides and enhances the original appeal of this 
piece.

$1,725 at a recent Heritage auction.

KM-14. Nicely presented with shimmering luster in 
the fields. Weakness is seen in the centers and 
several minor imperfections are noted on the reverse 
flan. Likely as a result of the softness in the centers, 
someone appears to have smoothed the lower portion 
of the obverse sunface. Otherwise exceptional for 
the type.

Quite attractive 
with surfaces that remain near-white and quite lus- 
trous. Relatively few marks exist outside of a small pin- 
scratch to the right of PLATA and the design is 
refreshingly rendered. Interestingly, significant die 
clash marks show in the right portion of the sun’s rays 
and enhances the intrigue.

An example graded MS62 by 
NGC sold as a part of the Whittier Collection for

in the denomination. The sunface is fully defined on 
the obverse, and the reverse leaves that are often en- 
countered flat, are pleasingly defined. Magnification 
confirms the originality as few marks are visible and 
many die polish marks (as-struck) immediately jump 
out at the viewer.

An extremely de- 
sirable one-year type example that has an S repre- 
senting Soles in the denomination instead of the more 
common R or Reales type. The surfaces remain light 
gray with relatively few marks, significant luster, and 
consistent wear. While not atypical for the type, some 
planchet porosity is encountered around the legends 
and is mentioned for accuracy.

The better of the two scarce 
types for the date, this example is nicely defined 
with light corrosion on the bottom left portion of 
the reverse. While minor in nature, light tooling marks 
are observed inside the loops of the 8 in the 
denomination as well as in the fields directly below 
and to the left.

Close inspection yields re-cutting of many of 
the peripheral lettering with evident die-polish in the 
fields.

Bright from light polishing with surfaces that have 
begun to re-tone in pale pastel shades.

Last 
sold at a Heritage auction in 2006 where it was 
described as, “fully lustrous UNC details with a small 
flaw on the reverse to the left of RA, still the nicest 
example of this type that we have seen”. We cannot 
disagree with this description and add that several 
light planchet flaws are also present in the centers. The 
last time it sold in 2006, the price realized was $2,300. 
Given current market conditions, we would not be 
surprised to see a significantly higher bid.

A 
stunning and rare three-year type that is seldom of- 
fered. The surfaces are set in an appealing orange-gold 
with soft, satin surfaces and impeccably rendered de- 
sign elements. While barely noticeable, a slender 
planchet crack, showing through to the reverse, is pres- 
ent through the T in PLATA and runs nearly to the sun- 
face. Amongst the finest available for the type and 
worthy of a significant bid. Estimate $2,000-2,500

The second rarest date of the type, this example dis- 
plays strong XF detailing with only minor smoothing of 
the highpoints and remaining luster around the de- 
vices. While the surfaces have been lightly cleaned, 
apricot patina has settled around portions of the pro- 
tected devices and increases the appeal. One planchet 
crack that runs through to the reverse is seen just to 
the right of RIO and is fairly common for pieces of this 
era. An example that was described as near XF with no 
mention of cleaning sold at Heritage on 1/07 for 
$13,800 and one would expect this, better detailed ex- 
ample, to surpass that amount. An exceptional op- 
portunity for the specialist.

Well presented for the grade with significant luster 
atop the problem-free obverse. The reverse displays 
many of the flyspeck marks that are typically associ- 
ated with the grade, with the fields between the Y in 
UNION Y LIBERTAD having been expertly altered in 
what appears to be an attempt to disguise graffiti.
